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TAXATION 

NDER this caption, on page 661, last week, 

we discussed action of the United States 
Senate Finance Committee. The committee had 
proposed a tax of 10 per cent on the pari-mutuel 
turnover at race tracks. Senator Tydings, of 
Maryland, had informed the committee of the 
confiscatory nature of this tax and the commit- 
tee had withdrawn its recommendation, substi- 
tuting therefor proposal of a tax of 25 per cent 
on paid admissions to race courses. 

The story which first came out of Washington 
made it appear that the proposal was for a tax 
of 25 cents on each admission ticket. We had 
commented that “this latter action constitutes an 
increase of the 10 per cent war tax, and it is 
not likely to meet with opposition...” The 
thought we had at the time was that the in- 
crease would amount to 5 cents on each $2.00, 
which is to say the difference between 20 cents 
(10 per cent of $2.00) and a flat tax of 25 cents 
on each ticket. 

There is, however, so vast a difference between 
25 cents on each ticket and 25 per cent of each 
ticket that it is doubtful if the tracks in New 
York State, where there is no revenue from bet- 
ting, would be able to carry on. Those tracks, 
under present charges for admission, have made 
little if any money during the last several years. 
Our understanding is that Belmont Park and 
Saratoga, particularly, have been operated at a 
loss by their sportsmen owners. 

A tax of 25 per cent on admissions at the 
pari-mutuel tracks likewise would constitute an 
unjust burden, whether it would be absorbed 
by the tracks or whether it would be paid by 
the patrons of racing. It is doubtful if tracks 
other than those in Maryland, Arlington Park, 
Washington Park and Hawthorne would be able 
to operate successfully under the increase of 15 
per cent above the war tax of 10 per cent. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is informed by Algernon 
Daingerfield, assistant secretary of The Jockey 
Club, that during this week a presentation of 
facts will be made to the United States Senate 
Finance Committee with the request that it 
withdraw the recommendation for the increase 
of 15 per cent in the tax. 


The owners of the tracks, breeders of Thor- 
oughbred horses, the owners of racing stables 
and trainers and jockeys, THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
informed, are making individual expressions to 
the members of the United States Senate from 
their respective states, and likewise to members 
of the House of Representatives, in opposition 
to this tax. THE BLOOD-HORSE heartily joins in 
this opposition and asks its readers to add their 
opposition verbally, by letter or wire to the Sen- 
ators and Representatives from their respective 
states. 


VALUES. 
URING the past week the editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was asked to give a conserva- 
tive estimate of the value of horses, land and 
equipment employed in the breeding industry of 
Kentucky. 

By making a list of breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses in the counties of Fayette, Bourbon, 
Woodford, Franklin, Scott, Jessamine, Boyle, 
Madison, Clark, Montgomery, Henry, Kenton, 
Jefferson, Christian, Daviess and Graves and by 
enquiring at the offices on the farms and at the 
offices of the County Tax Commissioners, we 
find that the total number of acres employed 
in Thoroughbred horse production in Kentucky 
is 74,515. 

A very conservative estimate of the value of 
this land and equipment, reckoned at $200 per 
acre is $14,903,000. 

The general ratio of values should be 5 for 
land and equipment to 8 for horses. 

However, in making this conservative answer 
we have departed from the general ratio and 
have taken into account the effect of the de- 
pression on the market for horses and in so 
doing we find that in round numbers the value 
of the Thoroughbred horses on the farms in Ken- 
tucky and in training as the property of Ken- 
tuckians would be $15,900,000. This is divided 
$8,000,000 for mares (and foals), $5,000,000 for 
horses in training, $2,000,000 for yearlings and 
$900,000 for stallions. Thus we ascertain the 
owners of breeding farms in Kentucky have in- 
vested in horses, land and equipment the vast 
sum of $30,803,000. 
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POLITICS. 

NE of our readers, a valued friend, who 

breeds, trains and races horses; who has the 
canny ways of his Scotch ancestors, and who 
has a fancy for game chickens, too, recently 
said to us: “You have a great little magazine, 
and you are doing a great work for the Thor- 
oughbred, but I do not like your getting into 
politics. Stay out of politics and keep the maga- 
zine out of politics.” 

That, perhaps, was good advice. It is not bad 
advice to tell anyone to “stay out of politics.” 
But what is one to do when politics will not 
stay out of his sport or his business? When one 
is a Kentuckian, as is THE BLOOD-HORSE’S owner 
and editor, one naturally fights fire with fire. 

Politics has undertaken the control of racing 
in Kentucky to no good end. Truth of the 
matter is that it now has racing about down and 
out. The ruination of racing in Kentucky would 
not necessarily mean the ruination of the State’s 
vast Thoroughbred horse breeding industry, but 
it would be a blow to its solar plexus. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has its being by, through 
and for the business of breeding Thoroughbred 
horses and the sport of racing. The editor of 
THE BLoop-HOoRSE feels that it is his duty to the 
industry and to the sport by which the publica- 
tion thrives to keep its readers advised of what 
the politicians are doing to the sport, to warn 
its readers when there is danger, and to point 
out to them where that danger lurks. 

That is why we have taken cognizance of poli- 
tics and that is why we have urged Kentuckians 
who are interested in the survival of racing and 
the well being of the breeding industry to stand 
as one, regardless of party, against the con- 
tinuance of political control of the State Racing 
Commission and of the race tracks. 


PROHIBITION. 

OSEPH E. WIDENER, one of the outstanding 

men of the Turf, while at his beautiful El- 
mendorf Farm, near Lexington, last week stated, 
in the course of an interview with a writer for 
The Lexington Leader, his opposition to prohi- 
bition and his desire that the law shall be so 
changed as to permit the free use of liquor in 
homes and in hotels of certain standing and 
character. 

In this Mr. Widener is at one with thousands 
of devotees of racing, who, like himself, never 
become intoxicated, who drink no whisky, and 
very little wine, beer or ale. 

The editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE has always 
been an advocate of temperance, but never of 
prohibition. Not that he was endowed with a 


superior wisdom in the matter, but through a 
long, wide and varied experience as a newspaper 
reporter, writer and editor, with opportunities 
to see and hear things not generally open to

others, he knew the effects of prohibition long 
before it became national in scope, and gave 
expression, orally and in print, to his views in 
opposition to the adoption of the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, so in approving 
Mr. Widener’s utterances we are merely being 
consistent. 

We doubt seriously if there is one earnest ad- 
vocate of prohibition among the trainers of race 
horses. The trainers have, during the period 
of the prohibition law, experienced any amount 
of annoyance, anxiety and discomfort through 
the illicit traffic in liquor. Breeders also, 
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though to lesser degree, have had to contend 
with drunkenness on the part of their employes, 
who have not found it difficult to get from 
bootleggers .the vile stuff that has been sub- 
stituted for the better whiskies, wines, liquors 
and beers lawfully manufactured and sold under 
license prior to 1919. 

We further see the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment to be the country’s chief economical 
requirement. We know that the cost in lives 
would be lessened; that there would be more 
happiness and less misery in the land; that the 
morals of men and women would be improved; 
that there would be more respect for law and 
greater confidence in government; that there 
would be more employment for the people as a 
whole; and the grain-growing and grape-grow- 
ing farmers in particular. We know, too, that 
in dollars and cents it would mean to federal, 
state and municipal governments the difference 
between paying out vast sums for attempts at 
enforcement of the law (so unpopular that it is 
violated with appalling frequency and_ such 
abandon that were all violators arrested, tried 
and sentenced there would not be jail room for 
more than a very small percentage of them) and 
the collecting of vast sums in the form of li- 
cense which would largely outweigh the proper 
enforcement of the law against intoxication. 

It has been called by the law’s advocates “the 
noble experiment.” To us it has ever seemed 
a silly experiment, and long before this we should 
have seen the end of it.

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KENTUCKY 


THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 
HE winner of the fifty-eighth Kentucky Derby 
is E. R. Bradley’s Burgoo King, chestnut 
son of Bubbling Over—Minawand, by Lonawand, 
by long odds the best horse in the race. Second 
was J. H. Louchheim’s Economic, chestnut colt 
by Infinite—Karelia, by St. Henry, which made 
all the pace until Burgoo King took the lead on 
the last turn. Third was Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s 
Stepenfetchit, chestnut colt by The Porter— 
*Sobranje, by Polymelus. Fourth was the Bran- 
don Stables’ Brandon Mint, bay colt by Stimulus 
—Largo, by Sempronius, which did much of his 
racing last year in claiming stakes. 

A crowd of approximately 35,000—the small- 
est in several years—attended the race at 
Churchill Downs Saturday, May 7, when the 
Derby was run. About 5,000—perhaps more—of 
that number came in over the fence and invaded 
the club house and grandstand at leisure; so many 
men and boys, in fact, “rushed” the enclosure 
that policemen finally were reduced to leaning 
against the rail and waving a disapproving hand 
at the multitudes which kept streaming across 
the track all through the afternoon. The crowd 
was quite as colorful as ever, with all the usual 
retinue of celebrities and famous names, and 
there was quite as much ado about the race. 

The field was composed of 20 horses, a number 
which has been exceeded only three times since 
the race was instituted. The favorite was the 
Loma Stable’s Tick On, son of On Watch—Sox, 
by *Donnacona, which Max Hirsch had brought 
over from Maryland. Several of the field were 
potential or actual selling platers, placed in the 
race either because their wealthy owners wished 
to see their colors in the Derby, or because their 
not so wealthy owners had come to the conclusion 
it was such an open race that anything might 
win it. 

Before the Derby Field came on the track the 
Louisville American Legion fife and drum corps 
paraded up and down the front stretch and was 
in the midst of its program when Tick On was 
led across the track on his way to the paddock. 
A few minutes later when the field had lined up 
at the barrier and Tick On had begun the 15 
minutes of misbehavior which kept the field at 
the post until 5:191% p. m., supporters of Tick 
On came to the conclusion that he had been 
badly upset by the flashy dress and blaring

casional lunges. 

After 15144 minutes at the post the field was 
sent away to a good start. Jockey Francis Horn 
immediately took Economic to the lead. Burgoo 
King, with the former Louisville newsboy, 
Eugene James, in the saddle, broke from number 
13 post position and remained outside the field 
all the way. As they went by the judges the 
first time Economic was in the lead under stout 
restraint, with Brandon Mint second, Burgoo 
King third, Our Fancy and Brother Joe next. 
Behind these came the others in close formation, 
so close in fact that on the first turn there was 
great deal of bumping and crowding. Tick On, 
in the midst of the jam, was bumped about to 
such an extent that P. Walls had difficulty in 
keeping his seat. Economic lengthened his lead 
slightly as he went into the back stretch, Bran- 
don Mint and Burgoo King still following next 
in order. James, on the latter, had made no 
move. Except for minor changes in position, 
the field maintained its order on the way down 
the backstretch. The decisive move was made 
on the last turn, when James allowed Burgoo 
King to unleash his real speed. Tick On made 
quite a run at the time Burgoo King was moving 
into the lead; he passed several of the tiring 
horses and for a moment appeared in a con- 
tending position but had no such strength as 
was necessary to match Burgoo King’s winning 
run. The Bradley horse caught Economic just 
after passing the quarter pole and _ thereafter 
drew away until at the finish he was five lengths 
in front, running easily. 


Five horses finished close together in the 
struggle for second honors. Economic, the pace- 
maker, had enough left to beat Stepenfietchit 
by a head. Brandon Mint was fourth, half a 
length farther back. Brandon Mint, Over Time 
and Tick On were noses apart as they crossed 
the finish line. Then four more lengths of day- 
light and Our Fancy led home the strung-out 
stragglers of the big field. These were Hoops, 
Cold Check, Adobe Post, Crystal Prince, Oscil- 
lation, Prince Hotspur, Cee Tee, Cathop, Lucky 
Tom, Thistle Ace and Brother Joe. 


Colonel Bradley’s Brother Joe, which had been 
considered by the stable to be superior to Bur- 
goo King during the early stages of their train- 
ing this year, was nineteenth across the line. 
The twentieth horse, the Three D’s Stable’s 
Liberty Limited, broke down as the field went 
into the first turn. Brother Joe was a bit 
“gimpy” after the race, but his injury was not 
considered serious enough to interrupt his train- 
ing more than a few days. 


The field was the poorest in quality that has 
contested a Derby for several years. Burgoo 
King was entirely without competition in the 
stretch and Jockey Eugene James kept him 
going at a good clip, taking no chances. 
The track was lightning fast, but the time was 
2:05 1-5. The fractional time was :24 1-5, 
48 1-5, 1:18, 1:38 4-5, 2:05 1-5. The last quarter 
was run in :26 2-5. Scale weights prevailing, 
Oscillation, the only filly in the field, carried 121 
pounds, each of the others 126 pounds. 

The pari-mutuel prices on the Bradley entry 
were $13.24 straight, $5.08 place, $4.00 show. 
Economic paid $15.62 place, $8.54 show; Stepen- 
fetchit, $3.52 show. Tick On was favorite at 
$1.84 to $1 and the Mrs. J. H. Whitney entry— 
Stepenfetchit with L. Ensor up and Over Time

with Earl Sande up—was second choice at $3.23 
to $1. In the field were grouped Brandon Mint, 
Our fancy, Gallant Sir, Crystal Prince, Oscilla- 
tion, Cee Tee, Cathop, Thistle Ace and Liberty 
Limited. 

The winner’s share of the $50,000 added purse 
was $52,350, second $6,000, third $3,000, fourth 
$1,000. 

The usual ceremonies followed the running. 
Colonel Bradley received the gold Kentucky 
Derby cup from Governor Ruby Laffoon. Colonel 
Bradley is the first owner to win three of those 
trophies. In 1921 he was first and second with 
Behave Yourself and Black Servant; in 1926 he 
was again first and second, with Bubbling Over 
and Bagenbaggage. 

Burgoo King is a chestnut colt, foaled April 
18, 1929, at the Blue Grass Heights Farm of 
Horace N. Davis, Lexington, about a mile from 
the Idle Hour Farm, owned by Colonel Bradley. 
His sire, Bubbling Over, won the Derby of 1926 
for Colonel Bradley with his stablemate, Bagen- 
baggage, second. Burgoo King is thus the sec- 
ond Derby winner sired by a Derby winner 
(Halma, winner in 1895, was the sire of Alan- 
a-Dale, winner in 1902). Minawand, dam of 
Burgoo King, was imported in utero. Her dam, 
*Mintless, was bought at the Newmarket Decem- 
ber sales of 1915 by the late William Allison for 
the account of Thomas Fortune Ryan, price 300 
guineas, and was brought to Mr. Ryan’s Oak 
Ridge Stud in Virginia, where she foaled Mina- 
wand in the spring of 1916. A. J. Joyner broke 
Minawand for Mr. Ryan, and later recommended 
to Colonel Phil T. Chinn that he purchase the 
filly. According to Colonel Chinn, “I bought her 
for $1,000, but found later that she was given 
to speedy-cutting and sold her to W. P. Reed 
for $350. In 1930 when Burgoo King was adver- 
tised for sale in THE BLOOD-HORSE I went out to 
look at him. I liked his looks but when I re- 
membered that he was out of Minawand and 
that she was given to the habit of speedy- 
cutting I passed him up. This shows the dis- 
advantage of having an ‘expert’s’ mind.” (The 
editor of THE BLOOD-HoRsE, in his notes on the 
yearlings at Blue Grass Heights Farm, pub- 
lished July 19, 1930, page 857, declared the Mina- 
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wand colt was “extra good. He should have been 
sent to Saratoga.’’) 


Minawand raced at two and three, carrying 
the colors of W. P. Reed except in her last 
race in which she represented Colonel Bradley, 
who had bought her after she worked three fur- 
longs in :34. She broke her maiden at three and 
won one other race. She was difficult to handle 
at the post and was prone to run out her race 
before the stretch was reached. Colonel Bradley 
retired her to his stud and later turned her over 
to Mr. Davis to breed on shares. It was under 
this arrangement that the Derby winner was 
bred. The mare is now the sole property of Mr. 
Davis. He has a 2-year-old filly out of her 
called Mina Over, by Bubbling Over, therefore 
an own sister to Burgoo King. The filly Mr. 
Davis believes to have the making of a high 
class racer and he has entered her in numerous 
stakes. She is now in training at the Lexington 
track in the stable of Howard Wells and is 
being brought along slowly for her engagements. 
Minawand’s foal of 1931, by Bagenbaggage, 
broke a leg and was destroyed. She was barren 
this year and bred to On Watch. 


Burgoo King takes his name from James T. 
Looney, of Lexington, who prepares the famous 
Kentucky dish known as Burgoo for Colonel 
Bradley’s annual charity meetings at Idle Hour 
Farm. After sampling the Burgoo at the Or- 
phan’s Day Racing in the fall of 1930, Colonel 
Bradley congratulated Mr. Looney on the dish 
and told him, “I am going to name a horse for 
you. He may win the Kentucky Derby.” 


DERBY DAY BETTING. 


The betting at Churchill Downs last Saturday 
was the lowest on the Kentucky Derby day in 
seven years, according to figures announced by 
the track management. The turnover on the 
Derby race was $277,105, as compared with 
$499,454 last year and $694,958 in 1926. The 
betting on the seven races was $850,819, as com- 
pared to $1,377,208 for the same day last year, 
and $2,098,701 for the same day in 1926. 


Here, again, THE BLOoOD-HORSE voices the 
opinion that the volume of betting would have 
been greater last Saturday had the commission 
on the betting been 5 per cent, as formerly, in- 
stead of 10 per cent, as now. The depression, of 
course, had some effect on the decrease in the 
total turnover, but it did not, we think, have as 
much to do with the decline as did the increased 
commission. 


MISMANAGEMENT. 


“T wouldn’t want to be put down as a ham- 
mer-slinger, and what I am going to tell you, 
with the request that my name not be used, for 
obvious reasons, is not related with an inten- 
tion other than that it may serve to awaken peo- 
ple who are interested in the welfare of the Turf 
to a realization of conditions in Kentucky,” said 
a Turfman of wide experience who was at 
Churchill Downs on Derby day. “The rules of 
the State Racing Commission specifically forbid 
(rule 61) gambling devices of any kind on the 
grounds of a licensed racing association, and 
(rule 62) the making of a handbook on the 
grounds. 

“Over in the stable yard at Churchill Downs 
last Saturday I personally saw gambling at three 
tables placed under the trees, and there was

handbooking by layers who were taking bets 
from stable employes and others who were on 
that side of the track. 


“Everywhere there was evidence of misman- 
agement. There were rows of empty seats in 
the pay section of the grandstand and numerous 
empty boxes in the clubhouse enclosure, while 
thousands of persons without seats milled about 
in an uncomfortable mass. 


“T had paid for a box, in order to be com- 
fortable and in the hope of enjoying the race 
in the company of gentle people. Imagine my 
feelings when, after the ‘crash’ of the hooligans 
and others from the infield to the grandstand 
and clubhouse enclosures, I found immediately 
behind my box, crowding into the aisle, two 
burly Negroes, shouting blatantly for their 
choice in the Derby. They were later hustled 
out of the enclosure, to be sure, but the point 
is that had there not been mismanagement they 
would not have been there at all. 


“This ‘crashing’ has been growing steadily for 
several years, but nothing has been done by the 
management to correct it. No proper policing 
and no proper fencing has been done. If the 
Louisville city police were inadequate last year 
and the year before and the year preceding that, 
it certainly stood to reason that, in this year of 
greater unemployment, a stronger force would 
be necessary. Therefore, it would have been the 
part of wisdom and good managment to have 
had state troops there for the work. In the 
time of R. L. Baker, as manager of the Lexing- 
ton track, they were used with good effect. It 
would have been no less difficult and no more 
costly to have had the state troops than to have 
had the pitifully ineffective police. 

“It would not have cost as much to have put 
up a non-climbable wire fence as was lost in good 
will through the ‘crashing’ that the fence would 
have prevented. 

“Another incident of mismanagement was the 
appearance of a band upon the track about the 
time the horses were going to the post for the 
Derby. The band music and the red and white 
uniforms of the musicians unduly excited the 
horses and was the cause of one of them being 
kicked. 

“To sum up the situation, the American Turf 
Association is not abreast of the times, and it 
cannot be until it brings into its organization 
as managers and heads of departments some 
keen-witted young men who have ability plus 
poise, polish and personality.”

A lady who is interested in Thoroughbred 
horses and who resides in Fayette County called 
THE BLOOD-HORSE office on the telephone Mon- 
day morning to express her disapproval of the 
management at Louisville and to say that all 
about her in the clubhouse on Saturday there 
were comments denoting general dissatisfac- 
tion. “Until we get a State Racing Commission 
that will govern racing for racing’s sake, rather 
than by direction of the senile management of 
the Kentucky courses we cannot expect to have 
good will. That is something unpurchasable.” 


SUNDAY AT IDLE HOUR FARM. 


After breakfast at Idle Hour Farm Sunday 
morning, Col. E. R. Bradley had a look at the 
10 horses in training which were left when the 
main division was shipped last Thursday to 
Belmont Park. The stallion barn was visited and 
a few of the mares and foals and yearlings were 
seen. 

At 11:15 Rev. Father Liebert de Waegenaere, 
pastor of St. Paul’s in Lexington, celebrated holy 
mass in the chapel on the farm. The services 
were attended by Colonel Bradley and members 
of his household, including his sister, Mrs. Bailey, 
and a number of guests, Manager Barry Shannon 
and wife, Assistant Manager Olin Gentry and 
wife, Secretary Tom Bohne, and several visitors. 

After divine service, Colonel Bradley devoted 
the time until luncheon reading congratulatory 
messages which had come by Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph Companies in large numbers. 
During the afternoon there was a _ constant 
stream of automobiles into the farm and visitors 
were permitted to see the stallions and the 
horses in training as well as to go at will about 
the beautiful place. The van came in from Louis- 
vile bringing Brother Joe, Kai-Feng and 
*Bayard. 

The only restrictions at Idle Hour are that 
visitors must come between 9 a. m. and 4:30 
p. m.; that no flowers or shrubs be disturbed; 
that no smoking be done under the sheds of the 
stables or within the barns, and that no money 
be paid to employes for the courtesies they 
extend. 

In the evening Colonel Bradley had dinner with 
Mrs. Bailey and her sons and daughter, Peggy, 
and their young guests, and all retired early, 
for the younger persons were going to enjoy an 
early Monday morning horseback ride through 
the farm. 

Monday was a busy day for the master of 
Idle Hour. There was heavy correspondence to 
have attention and preparations to be made for 
departure on Tuesday for New York. Mrs. 
Bailey and her children and guests departed with 
Colonel Bradley for their homes in Philadelphia. 


MODERN METHODS AT IDLE HOUR FARM. 


Burgoo King had cod liver oil and dried fish 
livers as part of his rations, and further he had 
the benefit of violet rays. When sunlight was not 
available the Derby winner of this year was 
taken into the lamp room at the farm and there 
put under the rays. Colonel Bradley, always 
progressive, has employed an expert violet ray 
man by the year at his great establishment. In 
addition to giving the horses bodily treatment 
When needed, some of the feed is treated with 
the rays. Colonel Bradley also is a believer in 
the balanced ration for horses, and his experi- 
Ments and studies have brought him to know 


that it is better to feed Thoroughbreds foaled 
and raised in Central Kentucky on hay, oats and 
corn produced in the same locality. The theory 
underlying this is, if it is the minerals of the 
territory that make for the improvement of the 
animal, why feed hay, oats and corn grown in 
places deficient in such mineral properties? The 
difficulty has been that farmers in Central Ken- 
tucky have preferred to employ their land for 
grazing and tobacco raising, and they have neg- 
lected hay, oats and corn, which breeders were 
able to buy cheaper in other states. Now, how- 
ever, if breeders accept the experiments at face 
value the demand for home-grown provender for 
horses is apt to be great enough to make it 
profitable for the farmers of the limestone 
country of Kentucky to raise more hay, oats and 
corn. The two new deep wells recently provided 
at Idle Hour Farm have bettered the water. It 
is now truly bone-making. 


SALE OF LEITER ESTATE HORSES. 

In the paddock at Churchill Downs, at noon, 
Friday, May 6, all of the horses in training be- 
longing to the Estate of Joseph Leiter, with the 
exception of the 3-year-olds, Prince Hotspur and 
Prince d’Amour, candidates for the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes, were sold by auc- 
tion under the auspices of C. J. Fitz Gerald with 
George A. Bain doing the selling. The 19 head 
brought a total of $22,575, average $1,188.16. 
The seven 3-year-olds averaged $1,932.14 and 
the 12 2-year-olds averaged $754.16. Mrs. Lei- 
ter, who was present, expressed herself as well 
satisfied with the prices, and Mr. Fitz Gerald 
said he thought it was a very good sale. The 
summary:

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PREAKNESS WEEK. 


HE Pimlico meeting of 12 days will come to 

a close Saturday of this week, May 14, end- 
ing the spring racing season in Maryland. No 
further racing will be held at the major tracks 
of the state until September 21, when the fall 
season opens at Havre de Grace. The Old 
Line State exercises rare restraint in its 
use of the sport, with regard to days of racing 
and also with regard to the revenue taken from 
the pari-mutuels. The result of this policy has 
been to place the sport on a very stable and 
comparatively prosperous basis, to the benefit of 
all concerned, breeders, owners and fans. Great 
crowds have turned out for the leading racing of 
this spring. Last Saturday the Dixie Handicap 
was run and an enormous gathering was on 
hand. Next Saturday, the closing day, the forty- 
first Preakness Stakes will be decided, and if 
conditions prove favorable, the largest crowd of 
the season will be present for Maryland’s 
“Derby.” As THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press 
there is little definite to be said as to the make- 
up of the Preakness field. Burgoo King, which 
scored decisively in the Kentucky Derby, has 
been shipped to Belmont Park, and will be sent 
to Baltimore for the Preakness if all goes well 
with him. Tick On, beaten favorite for the 
Derby, is also expected to start. A good-sized 
field appears likely, especially in view of the 
Maryland Racing Commission’s rule that the 
breeder of every Maryland-bred stakes. winner 
shall receive $500 from the association pro- 
moting the race. The Preakness is at 1 3-16 
miles, a sixteenth less than the Derby, and the 
shorter distance will be more attractive to the 
3-year-olds of this season, most of which are 
obviously sprinters. 


*THE SATRAP’S STAKES WINNER. 

First stakes winner in America sired by Tetra- 
tema’s brother, *The Satrap, is the Foxcatcher 
Farm Stable’s Golden Fate, which won the tenth 
running of the Pimlico Home-Bred Stakes, spring 
division ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 4 1-2 fur- 
longs) at Pimlico on opening day, May 2. Off 
a bit slowly, B. Hanford sent the colt forward 
rapidly in the first two furlongs, went outside 
the leaders at the turn, and at the furlong pole 
took a lead which was maintained to the end. 
He finished two lengths ahead of the favorite, 
Howard Bruce’s Acautaw, by Trojan, which was 
moving up rapidly at the eighth pole when he 
stumbled and lost ground. F. Hayes’ Cantoria, 
son of Canter, was third, two lengths behind 
Acautaw. Also ran, Dark Love, Misguide, Slap- 
Stick, Stealingaway, Drombo, Al Jolson; 122 
Pounds each, except the fillies, Dark Love and 
Slapstick, which had 119 each. Time, :23 2-5, 
:48, :54 4-5, track rast. Stakes division, $3,340, 
$300, $200.

FOALS AT FEW ACRES FARM. 

At the Few Acres Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clyde Van Dusen, near Lexington, 18 foals have 
arrived this season, 10 owned by Herbert P. 
Gardner, four by Mr. Van Dusen, one by Mr. 
Van Dusen and R. E. Clark, two by H. C. Apple- 
gate, and one by E. P. Applegate. 

The last arrival is a chestnut filly by Chat- 
terton or Torchilla (the latter, almost certainly) 
out of the fine mare Uncle’s Lassie, dam of the 
Kentucky Derby winner Clyde Van Dusen and 
the good stakes-winning mare Betty Derr. 
Uncle’s Lassie, by Uncle and a member of the 
famous Wanda family, is one of the mares owned 
by Mr. Gardner. Another one, her daughter 
Henriette Hardies, by Whisk Broom II, has a 
filly by Torchilla and is bred this year to Cru- 
sader, son of Man o’ War, so that the foal will 
approximate the Man o’ War-—Uncle’s Lassie 
cross in Clyde Van Dusen’s pedigree. Mr. Gard- 
ner has indicated his intention to sell his rac- 
ing stock and retire temporarily from the sport, 
but will not interrupt his breeding activities. 

Twelve of the 18 foals at Few Acres are fillies. 
Most of the foals are by Torchilla, stakes-win- 
ning son of *Torchbearer (by Radium) out of 
Chilla, by *Alvescot, standing at the farm. One 
of the colts, out of Miss Waters, is by *Torch- 
bearer himself, and will probably be the last of 
his get, as he has been infirm for some time.

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SOUTH AFRICAN NOTES 


MONG the recent news subscribers added to 
the mailing list of THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
James Tyrrell Wallace, of Durban, Natal, who 
for a good many years has had close and import- 


ant connections with racing and breeding of 


Thoroughbreds in South Africa. He has im- 
ported numerous horses to that country and has 
an extensive horse insurance business. Under 
the pen name of ‘“Qrius’” he has been correspond- 
ent for various Turf papers. It was through 
Humphrey S. Finney, our valued Maryland cor- 
respondent, that he became acquainted with 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. Mr. Finney had written him 
with regard to the mare *Princess K. (see foal 
list this week), which James E. Simmons bought 
out of the E. B. McLean dispersal sale last June, 
and which Mr. Wallace had imported to South 
Africa before she was sent to America. Refer- 
ence to the mare is made in a letter from Mr. 
Wallace to Mr. Finney. By permission we pub- 
lish the letter in part and follow it up with an 
article on South African racing and breeding as 
written for The Sporting Life (London) by F. 
More O’Ferrall. The letter and the article will 
interest American breeders and horsemen as a 
revelation of how the sport is conducted in that 
remote land. Mr. Wallace’s letter: 


“DEAR MR. FINNEY: 

“Glad to hear from you again after such a 
long spell. THE BLOOD-HORSE is exceedingly in- 
teresting, and I would like to see it more fre- 
quently... . Sorry indeed my flying visit did not 
include Maryland, but better luck if ever again 
I get to those parts. I have correspondents there, 
as you know; J. L. O’Connor was my host at 
Saratoga, but I missed C. J. Fitz Gerald. Had a 
great time in Chicago and saw Sun Beau win 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup. On my return I wrote 
the 75-page survey of South African racing for 
that mammoth book Racing at Home and 
Abroad, which was reviewed extensively in 

“Russell [James Russell, former American] 
writes me regularly every week and we are in 
constant cable communication., I sold some very 
good French and home horses for him, but today 
we are at a standstill, as South Africa has re- 
mained on the gold standard and it is difficult to 
get any money transmitted; those who have it 
oversea must keep it there. 

“As you will note, the mare you inquire about 
was one of my importations and called Princess 
K. Here is her summarized record. Raced from 
3 years to 6 years. Won 5, second 3, once third. 
Was a winner from five to nine furlongs. Stakes 
won, including placings, £670. Princess K., by 
His Majesty——Mrs. K. [by Lexington’s grandson 
Americus], was bought from the Irish Blood- 
stock Agency in 1921, and I had her here two 
months unable to sell her. Eventually prevailed 
on a friend, the late Ike Purdham, on spec, but 
openly told him she would take some time to 
come to hand, as she did. She never won in five 
starts as a 3-year-old and nine starts when four. 
Won four of 16 starts as a 5-year-old, and one 
race of 14 runs when six. She cost me nearly 
£300 landed when horses were being given away 
after the war. A fine upstanding, roomy, light 
chestnut with a slight blaze or star, if I remem- 
ber her right, with some white on her legs that 
I attributed to Gallinule; she should have made 
a lovely broodmare. I was surprised when her 


owner told me he had sold her to go to U. S. A., 
owing to her Americus strain, I presume. 

“My stud is doing well, but I have little leisure 
to motor 210 miles more than twice monthly. 
My new sire is Dexter Chief, by Skyrocket— 
Silver Shield, a dark bay that won good races, 
sent out by Jim [Russell], from whom I bought 
last year Alne Forest, by Stratford—Queen Elf, 
winner of six races in top-class company and 
third to Trigo in the Irish St. Leger, in which 
he made all the running. He carried 9 stone 10 
lb. in the Irish Cambridgeshire won by Sol de 
Terre, so you can figure he is, from the South 
African standard, a high-class horse. He was 
weighted 7 stone 12 lb. in our Metropolitan of 
£4,000, but did not run, and probably will get 
about the same in the Durban July of £6,000. 

“Some years ago I imported Firewood, by 
Scintillant [*Scintillant, brought to Kentucky by 
Edward Corrigan] ex Jessie Woodson, via Mag- 
gie B. B. (Iroquois), warranted sound, shipped 
from Charleston by Thomas F. Kelly of The 
Thoroughbred Record. He ran in two races and 
then found a ringbone so bad he could not race 
again. At stud he was never afterwards heard 
of. I exchanged for a yearling by Simontault 
that proved to be parrot-mouthed and created a 
record as he ran 57 races without one place for 
the unfortunate who bought him. 

“Among the mares I have here is a high-class 
half-sister to Vencedor. She is only 15.0, com- 
pact quarters, great quality, but arrived when 
the Jockey Club, influenced by the South African 
Breeders Association, decided all importations 
must go into the second division, i. e., give two 
divisions to Colonials that are big winners. In 
consequence Ferret, as she is known, by Spear- 
worth (by Spearmint) could do no better than 
two seconds, a third and a fourth. Barren in 
her first season, she is covered by Dexter Chief 
and their union will combine Childwick—Carbine. 
A young mare, her dam, Fer, had produced all 
winners, and she would be an acquisition in your 
part of the world. I have three other mares with 
Musket blood and would be prepared to sell 
Ferret. She could be shipped from here direct; 
steamers leave twice monthly. I retired her to 
stud sound last year, and if your company are 
keen to get a good Irish mare that, suitably 
mated, should prove a real success, Ferret can 
be recommended. As I would be ready to trade 
for a now 2-year-old American colt by *Light 
Brigade, if you have one to offer from a clean- 
bred mare tracing to British tap-root, I shall 
be glad to hear from you by return mail... .

AN IRISHMAN’S IMPRESSIONS. 


Editor’s note: The following article, which we 
have lifted from the April 8 issue of The Sport- 
ing Life (London), was written by F. More 
O’Ferrall, who recently returned to Ireland after 
a flying tour through Africa, from Cairo to the 
Cape. Mr. O’Ferrall, it will be remembered, was 
a visitor in America last year with his brother, 
the successful young trainer Roderic More 
O’Ferrall. 


Racing in Africa, except in one or two isolated 
cases, is far from a money-making concern, 
from the owners, trainers, or jockeys’ point of 
view. 

In Egypt, for instance, to start at the northern- 
most point, the most valuable race decided dur- 
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ing the year is the Grand Prix of £800, run at 
Alexandria in June. This is an event for 3-year- 
old colts and fillies, and is invariably won by an 
imported animal. 

At least half the events on any race card in 
Cairo or Alexandria are confined to Arabs, and 
thus the imported Thoroughbred has limited 
scope. On the other hand, the average value of 
stakes works out at about £150, which is high 
considering the small value of the country’s 
chief event. 

The leading trainer in Egypt, Fergusson, is 
now training in England, after fifteen successful 
years in Cairo. Another prominent trainer in 
that country is E. Wheatley, the English ex- 
jockey, while W. Lister is among the most suc- 
cessful jockeys riding there. 

From Cairo you have to go nearly 2,000 miles 
to the next race meeting of any pretensions in 
Africa. This is in Nairobi, the capital of Kenya, 
where racing is of a far less important nature. 


PRIMITIVE TRACKS 


Leaving Kenya, we have to travel a further 
1,500 miles by air to the next meeting, which is 
in Southern Rhodesia. There is no railway con- 
nection between Kenya and Rhodesia, and the 
only alternative to the air route is a combination 
of sea and rail which takes exactly a week. 

In Southern Rhodesia there are, as in Kenya, 
two race meetings, one at Salisbury and the 
other at Bulawayo. That of the Mashonaland 
Turf Club at Salisbury is considerably the most 
important, but, like those in Kenya, is run under 
great difficulties. 

In Bulawayo I had an amusing day’s sport. 
Here the chief race of the season is £100, and 
the ordinary card is made up of £40 and £50 
affairs. Few Irish or English horses are to be 
seen in Rhodesia, though there was one son of 
Abbots Trace competing in Bulawayo. 

The meeting itself is decidedly primitive, and 
most of the jockeys are colored. 


AT TURFONTEIN 


From Bulawayo one proceeds to Johannesburg, 
in the Transvaal, for the next view of racing in 
Africa, a 36-hour journey in a decidedly slow 
train. There are a number of meetings around 
Johannesburg, but foremost among these is 
Turfontein, the finest meeting in Africa. 

Its paddock is the pettiest of almost any meet- 
ing in the world. The stands, too, are the last 
word in up-to-dateness, and the track is per- 
fectly groomed and possesses a_ six-furlong 
straight. It is a right-hand course, but otherwise 
somewhat resembles York. 

Four meetings are held there every season, 
each of four days’ duration, and the star attrac- 
tion is the Christmas Handicap of £5,000, run 
on Boxing Day, and a most popular event with 
the betting public. 

Durban, in Natal, is the setting for the richest 
prize on the African Turf, the July Handicap of 
£6,000. The course here, though pretty, is not 
entirely a fair one, being practically on the bend 
for three-parts of the journey in the ten furlong 
events, for which the biggest prizes are put up. 

AFRICAN DERBY 

The Clairwood meeting, fifteen miles from Dur- 
ban, is infinitely more attractive, though less 
important. Handicaps constitute the main at- 
traction, and comparatively small money is 


awarded in the weight-for-age events, which are 
entirely confined to African-bred animals. 


The 


most valuable is the African Derby of £2,000, 
run at Turfontein, Johannesburg. 

At Capetown, a thousand miles from Johannes- 
burg, there are two good meetings, namely, 
Kenilworth and Milnerton, equivalent in England 
to Hurst Part, or in Ireland to Leopardstown. 
Both are capably managed, and the tracks kept 
in good order. 

At Kenilworth the Metropolitan Handicap of 
£4,000 is run, and at Milnerton they have an 
almost equally valuable stakes. These are rich 
prizes for handicappers, especially when one con- 
siders that the two most valuable handicaps in 
England, the Chester Cup and the Kempton 
“Jubilee” are worth approximately £2,700 apiece. 

These five and six thousand pound handicaps 
are often won by an English or Irish horse, who 
could not win a £500 handicap at home. 


FIFTEEN MINUTE PARADES 

The interest taken in racing in Africa is, of 
course, much greater in the south, where it has 
a large following, and there is considerable ante- 
post betting on the big handicaps. 

At all African meetings, whether in the north, 
east, or south, the horses go out fifteen minutes 
before the start. They walk slowly round the 
course until the scheduled time, and often after 
it, before they line up, usually behind a single 
strand of tape. 

It is only in this way that the totalisator can 
attract sufficient support, for nobody places a 
bet until the horses have gone out. 

At Turfontein and Durban the English start- 
ing gate is in use, but not, so far as I am aware, 
at any other meeting in Africa. 

One striking innovation in South African rac- 
ing that could well be adopted in this country is 
the new “beam method” of timing races. When 
the starting barrier rises it sets in motion a 
giant clock that is situated over the judge’s box 
in full view of the public. As the nose of the 
first horse passes the winning post, it breaks an 
invisible beam which automatically stops the 
clock. 

This method of timing is so accurate that one 
cannot conceive that it can be improved upon. 
It is, I believe, the invention of a South African 
engineer. 

A BIG BUSINESS 

There has lately been a strong undercurrent at 
work in South Africa to ban the further im- 
portation of English and Irish horses. 

Already the expensive dumping duty has hit 
the trade, and now the African breeders are 
doing their utmost to have introduced a new 
dumping clause against the promiscuous im- 
portation of horses to the detriment of the 
Colonial Thoroughbred breeder. 

If this were the case, it would be an example 
of the basest ingratitude to the imported English 
and Irish horse for the last 200 years, which has 
so materially helped in building up the character 
of the African Thoroughbred. 

Few people in this country are probably aware 
of the large scale on which Thoroughbreds are 
reared in the Transvaal, Cape Province, and 
Natal. Even fewer know that in South Africa 
there lives the largest owner of racehorses in 
the world. 

His name is Mr. Henry Nourse. He has three 
stud farms, and for interest let me append his 
list of stock at the moment: 
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Mr. Nourse races few, if any, horses himself, 
put leases his animals in all parts of South 
Africa. It is a common thing for him to pick up 
a morning paper and see that he has won nine 
or ten races the previous day in various parts 
of the country. 

THREE CLASSES 


In Africa, as in every country except the 


| United States to which horses are exported, 
| races are divided into classes, top, middle and 


bottom. 

But in Africa English and Irish horses are 
excluded from competing in the bottom division, 
and however bad they may be, have to take on 
at worst the middle division competitors. During 
the year 1931 there were 19 open handicaps of 
the value of £1,100 or over. Of these, South 
African-bred horses won 13, including all four 
of the value of £3,000 and over. 

At the Johannesburg Turf Club’s four meet- 
ings held during 1931, the South African-bred 
horses won three of the four Goldfields Handi- 
caps, two of four Transvaal Handicaps, all four 
Merchants’ Handicaps, and the Turf Club Cham- 
pion Stakes were won by South African-breds, 
as also 15 out of 16 top-division events. 

At the Durban Turf Club’s meetings during 
1931 South African-breds won 27 top-division 
events, and imported horses 16. This shows that 
the South African horse, owing to his high breed- 
ing for hundreds of years, is holding his own. 

IRISH SWEEP WINNER 

From time to time there enters into South 
African racing a new owner, such as has recently 
been the case in Capt. G. Dyamond, who won 
$118,000 as the result of drawing Annandale, the 
third horse in last year’s Grand National, in 
the Irish Sweepstake. 

Capt. Dyamond was a retired police com- 
missioner when this luck befell him, and prompt- 
ly went to England and bought a string of 
racehorses. 

Among the purchases he made was Fearsome 
(4 yrs. b c by Pommern—Lady Phoebe), who 
incidentally won his first race, a 5 furlong han- 
dicap of £250, at Kenilworth on March 12; 
Lightning Star (4 yrs.. b ec by Hurry On 
Twinkling Star); Yorkshire Lass (3 yrs., ch f by 
Haine-—Belinda); and last season’s useful Irish 
2-year-old Moyle Ranger (ch c by Prince Gala- 
had—Pluviose). 

The handicapping of horses in South Africa is 
worth noting. For instance, Lightning Star 12 
months ago finished a close third to Link Boy 
and Pomme d’Api in the Greenham Plate at 


Newbury, giving Link Boy 13 lbs. Now in Cape- 
town he is set to receive 18 lbs from the ex- 
ported Irish animal Machine (Iron Hand—Ar- 
gella), who proved incapable of winning even a 
2-year-old “seller” in the Emerald Isle. 

Many notable personalities on the English 
Turf have gained experience on the African Turf 
prior to making their mark in this country. 

Old Richard Wootton trained there for several 
years, when ‘on his way” from Australia to this 
country. 

De Mestre and Hogg are other well-known 
trainers with Afrcian experience, and C. Ray had 
been riding in South Africa for many years be- 
fore coming to England. 

On all sides in Africa there is held the very 
highest respect for the British racehorse, and in 
no country is it better recognized that the Brit- 
ish Thoroughbred reigns supreme. 

They do not specify any difference between 
horses bred in England and Ireland, however, and 
any horse exported from the British Isles is 
represented on the race card as “Bred in Eng- 
land.” 


CARE FREE. 

The perennial Care Free, cantankerous Can- 
adian campaigner, is through with racing and 
will spend the rest of his life as lead pony. The 
old son of Colin raced last year at the age of 13 
and failed to win a race for the first year since 
1920. During all the intervening years he had 
scored at least one victory a year. In twelve 
years of racing, he started 227 times, won 67 
races, was 36 times second, and 35 times third, 
winning a total of $59,773. Last year he started 
but twice, and finished second in one race. 
“Halter men” learned not to claim Care Free, 
for the reason that he would sulk when running 
for anyone besides his long-time trainer, A. E. 
Alexandra, whom he will now serve in the less 
strenuous occupation of lead pony.
